The National Insurance Act, 1913 ( Dates of Commence • 
merit) Order, 1913, dated August 23, 1913, made by

14G. Extension of Operations of Divisional'Disbnrs* 
ing Offices.— -With the sanction of the Secretary of State 
the Government of India have decided to • extend the 
operations of the Divisional Disbursing Offices in India 
(I A. O. 285 of rgoS) so as to provide for the preparation 
and payment by those offices of claims for pay and allow- 
ances of staff and departmental officers, units, establish- 
ments and followers of the Indian Army, on the same 
principles which are now applied to the accounts of British 
troops.
